Finaneial Boss Withdraws 
from Hopeless Race 

for Senate. 


BIG RISK EXPOSE NOW? 


Senator's Surrender Expected to 
Give the Legislature a 
Chance to Lift Pru- 
dential Lid. 


Trenton, N. J., Feb. 8.—[Speciah }—John F 
Dryden, junior United States senator from 
New Jersey and president of the Prudential 
Insurance Company of America, has with- 
drawn his name as a candidate for re#lection 
to the eenate. 

The anneuncement was made by Senator 
Dryden himself in Washington tonight. It 
ends the bitter fight against hie retiection 
thet has been waged in the state legislature 
since his nomination to succeed himself on 
Jan. 22. 

Health Given as Cause. 

Senator Dryden's decision, which 1e ac- 
cepted here as an admission of defeat and 
tae beginning of the end of his domination 
of New Jersey politics and industry, wae 
made known to republican leaders here to- 
night in the following telegram from the 
senator’s physicians: : 

“The condition of Senator John F. Dry- 
den’s health is such, on account of the long 
and severe strain. under which he has been, 
taat we, his physicians, have advised him 
that it is of imperative importance that he 
should not attend the sPropened conference 
at Trenton on Monday.* 

It was Senator Dryden's intention to ad- 


‘| dress the republican members of the legis- 


lature and set forth the reasons, in his opin- 
ion, why he showd be reélected to the senate. 
He had aoped at this meeting to be able to 
convince the eight republicans who refused 
to be bound by the action of the party caucus 
that their opposition to him was based upon 
mistaken grounds. 
Staves Off Open Defeat. 

At midnight Jan. 1, after a seven hour con- 
ference between the majority members of the 
two houses of the legislature, Senator Dryden 
was declared the caucus nominee of the re- 
publican party to succeed himself. Thirty- 
six of the forty-four republicans, five less 
than a majority on joint ballot, voted for him. 
The nomination marked the culmination of 


tory of the legislature, and the beginning of 
the bitterest fight on the election of a party 
nominee ever known in the state. 

A deadlock instantly followed the nomine- 
tion, Senator Dryden had thirty-six votes. 
He needed forty-one for election. ght re- 
publicans who refused to enter the caucus | 
held steadfastly to their apposition to Dryden | 
despite every conceivable party and personal 
argument. 

When the deadlock had lasted until Jan. 
24 friends of Senator Dryden, with the utmost 
difficulty, succeeded in arranging a week's 
adjournment in order to give the senator an 
opportunity to drive the eight opponents ta 
his election into line. 

Ends His Political Rule. 

Senator Dryden's decision tonight to with- 
draw from the race tells the result of his 
final effort to maintain his grip. He falled, 
and it is the first defeat he has suffered since 
he came to New Jersey penniless thirty-four 
years ago. 

The senator's defeat is the result of a re- 
volt which has been growing steadily for two 
years against what has been called the 


the state. The leader of this revolt has been 
Everett Colby, who won his state senator- 
ship in spite of the machine, which Dryden 
controlled, and who has given heart and 
substance to the fight from the beginning. 
He knocked out Maj. Carl Lentz, the boss of 
Essex county, and led the campaign for the 
dethronement of Dryden. He declared that 
he would not vote for Dryden or any other 
man who would buy his election as he de- 
clared Dryden had done. An offer of the 
governorship was made to Colby if he would 
make one speech under the auspices of the 
machine in the recent campaign. Colby 
didn’t make the speech. . 


Reform Element Against Him. 


In his fight on Dryden, Colby has had all 
the reform element of the state behind him. 
When Dryden slipped into the United States 
senate in 1901 he was unknown politically. 
It was charged that he bought his election 
just as it is now charged that he tried des- 
perately to buy reélection. On the day after 
he was nominated two weeks ago ex-Assem- 
blyman George W. Holman of Ocean pub- 
lished an affidavit stating that when Dry- 
den was elected to the United States senate 
five years ago he had been offered $5,000 to 
support him, and when he declined to yield 
to such influence the offer had been raised 
to $10,000. 

This is only one of a score of similar 
charges which have been brought against 
the senator. 

Tear Of Risk Lid Now? 

Dryden's opponents in the legisiature de- 
clare that his ambition to remain in the 
senate was based solely on a desire to stave 
off the threatened legislative investigation of 
the Prudential Insurance company, which he 
conceived and created and controle, and which 
has furnished him with a fortune of at least 
$20,000,000. It has been freely predicted that 
such am investigation would reveal scanda- 
lous and corrupt conditions, overshadowing 
those revealed by the Armstrong legislative 
inquiry in New York. 


Drydenism Real Issue. 

The issue raised by the opponents ot Dry- 
den’s return to the senate was: Shall Dry- 
denism go unchecked in the state? For years 
Dryden literally has had New Jersey under 
his heel. He controlled the greatest political 
and financial syetem ever known in the state. 
He held the republican organization of the 
state in the palm of his hand. His control 
was so complete that no legislature could 
refuse a demand, however outrageous, made 
by the Public Service corporation, of which 
he was the leading spirit and which is master 
of nearly every veluable tnaction line and 
gas and lighting plant in the state. A fledg- 
ling in politics, his name had never been heard 
in the field till he suddenly fired himself 
into the senate in 1901. His domination was 
more absolute than amy other leader New 
Jersey ever had. 

The Prudential Insurance company, which 
he practically owns, was the cradle of his 
power. He created it on a borrowed capital 
of $5,000 thirty years ago. Now it has 
15,000,000 policy heldera. It reaches the 
pocket of one person out of six, and almost

GOING TO SEE ROOSEVELT. 


High Officials of Mikado Scout Idea of 
War with America. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 8.—[Special.}— 
Mayor Schmitz and the board of education 
with Assistant Attorney Williams departed 
today on the Overland limited to confer with 
President Roosevelt on the Japanese school 
question. The mayor said the city would 
yield on the school question if a treaty could 
be secured stopping coolie immigration. 

The party was escorted across the bay by 
a large delegation of the mayor’s political 
followers, who seemed jubilant over the pros- 
pect that by his diplomacy at Washington 
he may cause his local indictment for ex- 
tortion to be forgotten. 


Will Confer with Roosevelt. 

The mayor declared that he was going to 
discuss the school question with the presi- 
dent in the most friendly spirit, and with 
an eye solely to the good of the whole country. 
He said the board of education, which acts 
wholly under his advice, will sacrifice local 
for nationalinterests. He added: 

“If we are asked by the president to sacri- 
fice local interests for the benefit of the whole 
nation, we may make the concessions. If 
the issue is squarely put before us by the 
president as to which we would prefer, main- 
taining our present attitude on the school 
question and suffering from the continued 
influx of Japanese coolies, or abandoning 
our position on the school question and se- 
curing a treaty with Japan which would 
stop coolie immigration, I must say that I 
think we will decide to yield on the school 
issue and have coolie immigration, which 
presents the greatest menace to our work- 
ingmen, stopped.“ 

Japs Scout Idea of War. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

TOKIO, Feb. 3.—Telegrams from London 
reporting the newspaper talk of possible war 
between Japan and the United States, and 
that Viscount Aoki, the Japanese ambassa- 
dor at Washington, had handed Secretary 
Root an ultimatum, were received here with 
laughter. It being Sunday, most of the 
statesmen were away from the capital, but 
Viscount Hayashi, minister of foreign at- 
fairs, in response to an inquiry, said: 

„Japan has not the slightest idea of going 
to war with the United States.“ 


Kaneko Explains Status. 

The entire absence of warlike feeling in 
Japan is explained by Baron Kaneko, for- 
meriy special envoy to the United States, 
who said: 

„The Japanese understand America better 
than Americans understand Japan. The 
great majority of men holding public posi- 
tions here were e@ucated by American in- 
structors and long have studied American 
institutions. Now through the press and 
otherwise they are helping the people to ap- 
preciate the difficulty of the federal govern- 
ment In controlling the action of individual 
states. Hence after the first phase of the 
segregation question the people gained the 
confidence and sympathy which the great 
majority of Americans still have toward 
Japan. Bushido, the Japanese moral system, 
insists that a finger shail never be raised 
against a benefactor. 

„Japan owes her position among the pow- 
ers to America. In the event of the most

Allen to have been written by his wife to 
Mr. Roberts. 

Mr. Roberts and Mrs. Allen were married 
at the residence of the Rev. Henry Marsh 
Warren, 48 West Ninety-fourth street, New 
York. Mr. Roberts had been living at the 
Waldort-Astoria for some weeks. On Satur- 
day evening he entertained Mrs. Allen at 
dinner. During the dinner, it is said, Mr. 
Roberts suggested that they get married. 
Clerks of the hotel were consulted and Dr. 
Warren was suggested. They sent for a 
carriage and drove immediately to the resi- 
dence of the preacher. Both admitted to 
Dr. Warren that they were divorced per- 
sons. They are now residing at the Waldorf. 


Allens Divorced Last Summer. 

Mr. and Mrs. Allen were divorced last sum- 
mer, but Mr. Allen made no charges against 
his wife until he was cited for contempt of 
court before Judge Gibbons to show why he 
had not sent their son, Angus F. Allen, 12 
years old, to school, as had been ordered by 
the court. In answering the contempt 
cherges Mr. Allen filed a bill attacking his 
former wife.

The year was 
not given. Mr. Allen said he had inter- 
cepted it, and that his wife had written it 
to Mr. Roberts. It was as follows: 

My Dearest Sweetheart: I am alone again, 
and have just returned from the doctor's. 1 
can hardly restrain my eager love for you, 
but I would not hurt you, dear. After leav- 
ing you last night I was alone until 12 
o'clock, and might as well have been alone 
after that, for I could not sleep. Judging 
from the nervous condition you were in, you 
could not sleep either. 

The outcome of the case was that the con- 
tempt charges against Mr. Allen were dis- 
missed. He had objected to sending his son 
to a school in Hillside, Wis., conducted by 
two sisters of the Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones.

Defect in Naval Law. 

Indeed, the admiral sees only one deteq; 
in the American navy today, @nd in his judg- 
ment it is a most glaring ‘one. That is the 
weakness which exists in the naval person- 
nel through the arrival of old officers at 
command rank. During the last year there 
were collisions, groundings, and other acci- 
dents suffered by seven battleships of the 
American navy. and these occurrences are 
attributed in part to the failing qualifications 
of commanding officers. The youngest cap- 
tain in the American navy is 55 years old; in 
the Japanese navy, 38 years; in the British 
navy, 35 years. The youngest flag officer ! 
the American navy has attained the age 
59 years. In the Japanese navy he is only 
44, and in the British navy 46. 

Some months ago the secretary of the navy 
convened the boardort officers to consider and 
recommend changes in the existing law which 
would tend to promote efficiency and econ- 
omy. A bill was prepared by the board 
under which officers on the seagoing list 
would reach the grade of captain at 48 and 
rear admiral at 55, and assure their serving 
seven years in the grade of captain and seven 
years in the grade of rear admiral. The bill 
further would eliminate from the active sea- 
going list a large percentage of officers who 
never can reach the grade of rear admiral. 
It is estimated the bill would save the people 
about $5,000,000 within the next seven years. 


Foss’ Attitude Criticised. 


The president, Admiral Dewey, and other 
high officers heartily favor the measure, and 
are anxious that congress shall take some 
action with respect to it. There is a great 
deal of criticism in naval circles of Repre- 
sentative Foss, chairman of the naval com- 
mittee of the house, and Senator Hale, chair- 
man of the naval committee of the senate, 
because of their inaction in this most impor- 
tant matter. 

The navy is anxious, now that the naval 
committee of the house has disposed of the 
naval appropriation bill, that hearings should 
be granted upon the personnel matter, and it 
is not doubted this will be done. The staff of 
the navy is fighting the personnel bill, because 
it does not authorize it to carry titles of the 
line, 

It is understood this question is to be ar- 
ranged through a joint board, which will 
advocate the adoption of the system in for- 
eign services—that of calling a doctor a sur- 
officer pay captain or pay lieutenant, a naval 
officer pay captain or pay lieutenantfi a naval 
constructor constructor captain or con- 
structor lieutenant, etc. This means har- 
mony will be restored to the servioe, and it 
is believed greater efficiency will result.

Tne story of Dryden’s rise to wealth and 

wer reads like romance. His origin was 

umble. He was born ina little hamlet called 
Temple, near Farmington, Me. Between 
terms at school he worked at the machinist 
trade and was only diverted from following 
it as his life work by a suddenly aroused am- 
bition to emulate a wealthy schoolmate who 
had gone to Yale. In various Worcester 
machine shops, and by teaching country 
schools, he earned the money to pay for two 
years in New Ha ven. 

On leaving college young 8 sought 
employment with a life insurance company. 
mie enrployment he spent his next ten 
years. 

Dryden came to Newark in 1873, at the age 
of 34, because if was a factory town with a 
large population of wage earners, and to New 
Jersey because ft had an amiable legislature. 
An amiable legislature was the first essential! 
for the development of his idea. 

Life insurance at 5 cents a week was his 
idea. He got a charter from the New Jersey 
legislature and after two years found men in 
Newark willing to lend him $5,000 to begin 
business in a dingy basement office. From 
that beginning the Prudential company and 
Dryden’s power started. 

The financial growth of the Prudential was 
indicated by Dryden's son recently in an 
affidavit, given in a lawsuit, in which t was 
to his interest to show how the stockholders 
had profited. The affidavit said: 

“ Witiam Robotham, a stockholder in the 
Prudential company, on Oct. 13, 1875, paid 
into the company in cash $2,200. For that 
investment he has received in cash dividends 
and for the sale of part of his holdings, $149, - 
863.60; the remainder of his holdings are now 
worth, in cash, $180,000; so that he has re- 
ceived altogether, for an investment of $2,200, 
a return of $329,363.60." This profit is 15,00¢ 
per cent.

Frank H. Hitchcock Likely Will 
Be Transferred to New 
Duties. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 8.—I Special. 1

his administration of the office of secretary 
of the treasury, it is known that the finan- 
cial department of the ment will be 
thoroughly overhauled en Mr. Cortelyou 
takes hold. 

There is good reason to beifeve that begin- 
ning March 4, the date upon waich Mr. 
Cortelyou will be inducted into the office 
of the seoretary of the treasury, certain finan- 
cial interests in New York will witness a 

stoppage of “leaks” from which they have 
derived for a long time information of great 
value to them in the money market. These 
interests were responsible in a large part 
for the so-called opposition to the confirma- 
tion of Mr. Cortelyou as Secretary Shaw's 
successor. 


fn Same Groove Many Years. 


The treasury department has been running 
along in the same groove for many years. 
Secretary Gage, during hie incumbency of 
the office, devoted his time and attention to 
high finance, and he left the business details 
of the department largely to his advisers, 
some of whom, not now in the government 
service, laid the groundwork for their pres- 
ent affluence and proeperity. 

It is these game men who have an inside 
track on matters going on within the depart- 
ment, and who are enabled in various ways 
to get tips in advance concerning deposits 
of money and upon the prospective acts of 
the secretary that are of great advantage to 
certain persona in New York and other 
money centers. 

People here who are familiar wi Mr. 
Cortelyou’s methods feel assured that in the 
conduct of the treasury all financial inter- 
ests will. be treated ike. In other words, 
the principle of a square deal will prevail. 


Place Offered to Hitchcock. 


As far as the treasury personnel is con- 
cerned, the vacancy created by the retirement 
of Charles Hallam Keep of Buffalo, who has 
entered upon his duties as state superintend- 
ent of banking at Albany, has been tempo- 
rarily filled by the appointment of Arthur 
H. Statter of Washington, former private 
secretary to Mr. Shaw. The position has 
been offered to Frank H. Hitchcock, first 
assistant postmaster general, and it is under- 
stood that he will accept it. The indications 
are that Mr. Hitchcock will not be trans- 
ferred to the treasury until July 1, the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year. 

James B. Reynolds of Massachusetts, as- 
sistant secretary in charge of customs, will 
remain in that position. Mr. Reynolds will 
continue the work of improving the customs 
service, upon which he started some months 
ago. The future in the treasury of John 
H. Edwards of Ohio, the remaining assistant 
secretary, is uncertain. The prospects are 
that he will resign early in the next fiscal 
year.

Brig. Gen. Samuel Beckley Holabird, U. 8. 
X., retired, died Saturday night at his resi- 
dence, 1311 P street, N. W., Washington, D. 
C., as the result of a general decline in health 
attributed to old age. Several weeks ago he 
began to fail rapidly, and his son, William 
Holabird, 150 Oak avenue, Evanston, of Hola- 
bird & Roche, architects, was surmnmoned to 
Washington to attend his illness. Mr. Hola- 
bird and Mrs. von Korowski of Washington, 
the children of Gen. Holabird, were with 
their father at his death. 

Gen. Holabird was born at Canaan, Conn., 
June 16, 1826.

Mariam Livingston, 4 cousin of the late John 
Greenleaf Whittier, is dead after enduring 
the privations of poverty for twenty years. 
Two generations ago she and her sister Met- 
ta, who survives, were counted society lead- 
ers. Their only support for the last two 
decades has been a contribution of $10 a 
month from an unknown person in New York. 
In all that time they were neglected and for- 
gotten by friends and relatives who once had 
enjoyed their hospitality. 
The sisters are great-granddaughters of 
Chancellor Robert Livingston, who admin- 
istered the oath of office as president to 
George Washington. They were daughters 
of Walter Livingston, a prominent merchant 
of this city, who was United States consul to 
Marseilles under President Polk. Miss Liv- 
ingston was a descen@ant of Henry Walter 
Livingston, who received from Queen Anne 
a grant of an extensive manor between New 
York and Albany. She was connected by 
blood or marriage with the Penns, the Tilgh- 
mans, the Allens, the Greenleafs, and many 
well known families. John Penn, last pro- 
vincial governor of Pennsylvania; James 
Greenleaf, jurist; Chief Justice Tilghman, and 
Robert Fulton, inventor of the steamboat.

deemed sacrilegious. Songs had been pre- 
pared for a demonstration, in Which Arch- 
bishop " Vilatte was referred to as an Amer- 
ican monkey from Chicago. 

The “archbishop '' thereupon appealed to 
the police for protection. The police there- 
fore were in force near the church, but did 
not hinder any one entering. Several hun- 
dred attended, some of them apparently sup- 
porting the archbishop.“ while others op- 
posed him. 


Crowd Starts Tumult. 


The “archbishop” appeared in the full 
vestments of his claimed rank, calling himself 
archbishop of the French Apostolic church. 
He omitted no detail of the Roman Catholic 
ceremonial at high mags. The crowd re- 
mained still until after the reading of the 
gospel, when cries were raised that the 
“archbishop had been ex floated

Strives for Solution. 


Minister of Public Instruction and Worship 
Briand, after lengthy consultations with 
Premier Clemenceau and Minister of Justice 
Guyot-Dessaigne, has taken a more extended 
stride toward the solution of the chureh dif- 
ficulties than had been expected. 

M. Briand construes the recent enactments 
in the most liberal spirit, and a circular 
marked urgent was forwarded tonight to 
the prefects of all departments for commu- 
nication to the mayors expressing this. It 
is suggested that the municipal councils 
grant leases of churches rent free to com- 
mon law associations or clergymen, the only 
restriction being that the duration of a eon- 
tract may not exceed eighteen years without 
the approval of the prefect. The lessee is 
merely held responsible for all repairs, while 
the essential condition is that the edifice shall 
remain attached to the sect by which it wag 
used before the separation law became ef- 
fective until it is legally disaffected. 

M. Briand deals with the question of assur- 
ing pastoral succession, which he considers 
can best be attained by the formation of a 
common law association, which shall act as 
lessee, but he points out also that in the 
event of a clergyman leaving the church 
himself any lessee has the right under the 
common law to cede the lease to a third 
party with the consent of the lessor, and pro- 
vided the contract does not stipulate to the 
contrary. 

The circular, though addressed to prefects 
and mayors, appears to be equally igtended 
to offer advice to the clergy. 


KING EDWARD GUEST IN PARIS.

NIGARARUA Man 10 WAR, 


PEOPLE WANT REVENGE FOR NM 
SULT BY HONDURAS. 


Soldiers of Neighboring Republic 
Cross Frontier and Attack Nicare- 
guan Troops—Many of the Latter 
Killed, and Others, Taken Prison- 
ers, Are Shot—Attempt to Settle by 
Arbitration Likely to Fall Because 
of Popular Demand for Wer. 


MANAGUA, Feb. 8.—Nicaragua and Hon- 
dura are on the verge of war in spite of 
all efforts to séttle their quarrel by arbitra- 
tion. 

Last December Honduran malcontents se 
cured arms and marched toward the frontier 
of Nicaragua. Hearing of this movement 
the Honduran government sent a body of 
troops in pursuit of the revolutionists. The 
latter crossed. the frontier and took refuge 
on Nicaraguan territory. 

A small body of Nicaraguan troops then 
was sent out to patrol the Honduran fron- 
tier in order to prevent further incursions. 
This body of troops was attacked on Nica- 
raguan territory by a force of Honduran sol- 
diers. The Nicaraguane were worsted. 
Many of them were killed in the fighting, 
and it is said that the Hondurans shot some 
of the Nicaraguan soldiers who surrendered. 
The Hondurans then came further into Nic- 
araguan territory, burning and destroying 
property and committing robberies. 

President Zelaya of Nicarague entered an 
energetic protest regarding the action of this 
body of Honduran soldiers and demanded 
indemnity from Honduras. To this President 
Bonilla of Honduras repiled by offering to 
arbitrate the matter. This proposal was ac- 
cepted by President Zelaya, who sent a 
representative to Salvador, where a court of 
arbitration is now im session to conduct 
negotiations on this basis. 

The people of Nicaragua, however, are far 
from content with this way of settling the 
invasion of their territory and the killing of 
their countrymen. They have arisen and 
with one voice demand reparation for this 
outrage by “Honduran troops upon the 
soldiers of Nicaragua and upon the proper- 
ties of Nicaraguan citizens. 


Traveling Men Form Home Club. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 3.—Over 100 traveling sales- 
men, representing business houses throughout the 
country, met here today and formed the Travelers’ 
Home Club of the United States. The organization 
will endeavor to eliminate the many abuses the 
traveling public is subjected to, and a part of the 
dues collected from members will be used for the 
endowment of hospitals, where members of the or- 
ganization can be cared for when sick or injured. 
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PRECIOUS ODOR 
FOUND IN GOLD. 
German Scientist | Gives Re- 
sults of Experiments with 
Various Metals. 


POWER RESULT OF HEAT. 


Emanations of Metallic Sub- 
stances Similar to Those of 
Radio-Active Bodies. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 
BERLIN, Feb. 3.—Herr Gruhn gives de- 
tails of his latest experiments in connection 
with his discovery that metals have odors. 


| Through daily observations he shows each 


metal has a characteristic odor. Many 
treatises contain the statement that these 
bodies are absolutely inodorous, as metals 
do not lose anything of their weight. 

The theory so far adopted in regard to the 
origin ef-odors, which is that volatized atoms 
mixed with atmospheric air penetrate into 
the organ of smell, does not in fact satisfac- 
torily account for the phenomena. 

In the first experiment of Herr Gruhn it 
was shown that a piece of copper, aluminium, 
tin, or other metal possesses a slight odor, 
which many persons are unable to detect. 
In the second experiment the same pieces 
of metal were heated above a lamp to a mod- 
erate temperature, when they were found to 
give off strong odors, which readily were 
distinguishable by anybody, From the ex- 
periments so far it would seem the condition, 
either pure or oxidized, of the surface of a 
metal does not exercise any influence on 
quality or intensity of smell. 


Cooled Metal Loses Odor... | 

The third experiment showed that if a 
plece of metal be heated for about an hour, 
its temperature being kept constant, it at 
first gives off a strong smell, which gradually 
decreases in intensity until it is just equiva- 
lent to its smell in the cold state. If, how- 
ever, heating be discontinued and the metal 
cooled, it no more shows the least trace of 
smell. Another heating immediately after- 
ward will produce only a slight smell. The 
metal thus appears to have become wellnigh 
exhausted. If the same increase of tempera- 
ture be imparted to another sample of the 
same metal the stronger effects of the fresh 
metal become especially striking. 

These phenomena always occur in exactly 
the same manner. From this it is inferred 
that the matter vaporized during heating is 
not identical with the metal itself. In fact, 
it would be difficult to understand why 
vaporization of metal eventually should 
cease in case of prolonged heating. It cer- 
tainly could be objected that prolonged heat- 
ing would result in the production of a layer 
of oxide on the surface, putting an end to 
vaporization. Experiments, however, show 
that the layer of oxide in no way interferes 
with the emission of smell from heated metal. 


Heated Anew, Power Restored. 


The phenomena described in the fourth ex- 
periment afford striking evidence of Herr 
Gruhn’s hypothesis. A piece of metal being 
deprived of its smell was kept in à cold state 
two or three hours and then heated anew. It 
then was found to have been restored to ts 
previous power, smelling strongly as @ fresh 
piece of metal. The experiment can be re- 
peated any number of times. It should be 
remembered the temperatures concerned 
were by no means excessive. A temperature 
of 50 degrees centigrade was quite sufficient. 

From his experiments Herr Gruhn draws 
the coriclusion that metals continually give 
out emanations of gaseous matter, com- 
posed not of atoms of metal, but rather a 
product of transformation from these atoms. 
Metals possese power of storing this odorous 
matter in the eame way that carbonic acid 
ig stored in water. The experimenter finally 
succeeded in separating and isolating in a 
vessel the odor given off from metals The 
emanations in question thus béhave Kccu- 
rately in the same way as etianatione given 
off from radio-active bodies 


ABDUL’S PET PASHA ON GRILL. 


Sultan Orders Commission to Inquire 
Into Seizure of German oH 
Kaiser's Agent Angry. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 3.—The sultan 
fas ordered a special commission to examine 
into charges against Fehmi Pasha, chief of 
the secret police of the palace, a great con- 
fidant and favorite of the sultan, who: ft ts 
declared by the German embassy, on Jan. 29, 
caused the seizure of a ship’s cargoof timber 
destined for Hamburg. 

The sultan tried to pacify the embassy of- 
ficials by ordering the immediate release of 
the cargo, but Germany in a forcible note 
demanded the punishment of Fehmi Pasha, 
contending that he was guilty of an infraction 
of the penal code rendering him liable to life 
imprisonment. 

The proprietor of a forest near Midiah, on 
the Black sea, has taken refuge in the Ger 
man embassy for protection against Fehmi 
Pasha. He recently was detained as a prison- 
er for a fortnight by Fehmi Pasha, who 
forced him by frequent beatings to sign a 
document agreeing to pay him 20 per cent 
of the income of his forest industry. It is 
said that Fehmi Pasha in this way obtained 
the cargo of timber which is the subject of 


dispute.

Constant eee, on ‘Strong Spots, 
but Large Interests Unlikely to 
Permit a Severe Fall of Prices— 
Subway Drops Following Adverse

Market conditions at the close of the week 
were rather discouraging to both those who 
believe in higher prices and those who be- 
lieve in lower ones. The Japanese situation 
cut quite a figure and came from an uner- 
pected quarter. The money situation in the 
east showed little change. 

It is the opinion, in good quarters that there 
is constant liquidation on all strong spots. 
At the same time there ‘is a belief that the 
large interests in New York will not permit 
a severe slump in prices. They may favor 
further declines, but do not want a panic. 
The bond market is dead, though the wants 
of the railroads continue. It would not be 
favorable to ancial plans to discourage 
investors fu) er by permitting a panicky 
condition in the stock market. 

In this connection it may be noted that 
something over 3180, 000,000 of short term 
notes have deen floated in the last two 
months. These notes, returning 5 per cent 
and issued by the leading railroads, offer a 
prime security, because there is little o¢ca- 
sion for depreciation in price, and, at all 
events, par will be secured within a few 
years, This large issue of short term paper 
will naturally not only depress the bond mar- 
ket but will offer investors in stocks an op- 
portunity which will not be overlooked. 


Bank Statement. 

The bank statement on Saturday made a 
poog exhibit, with a loss in cash of $501,600.
